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RATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supplies  in  four  villages  were  short  during 
the  year  due  to  drought  and  at  two  villages  due  to  frost. 

The  supplies  returned  to  normal  as  the  causes  of  the 
shortage  ceased. 

Carporhy . 

The  new  supply  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  for  the 
first  time  for  ten  years  there  was  no  shortage  during  the 
summer. 

West  Burton. 

The  "walls  of  the  reservoir  at  this  village  have  seen 
re-rendered  with  cement  and  made  thoroughly  watertight, 

Hawes  & Gayle. 

This  supply  was  short  due  to  drought.  A new  spring  at 
Yorburgh  has  Been  obtained  and  connected  to  the  main 
collecting  chamber.  This  is  proving  satisfactory. 

Bairibridge . 

The  water  from  the  original  supply  which  has  been 
escaping  for  a number  of  years  has  been  thoroughly  collected 
and  the  pipe  between  the  collecting  chamber  and  the 
reservoir  , which  was  laid  with  fall  in  the  wrong  direction, 
has  been  lowered  and  made  to  fall  toward  the  reservoir. 

Nappa  Scaur. 

The  supply  for  this  village  failed  completely  during  the 
drought  and  efforts  arc  being  made  to  obtain  a new  supply. 

West  Burton. 

“The  High  houses  in  this  village  wore  without  water  for  a 
short  period  during  the  year.  This  was  found  to  be  due 

to  a large  leak  in  a private  service  pipe  at  the  low  end. 

Wort on  & Newbiggin  (Askrigg) . 

The  mains  at  these  villages  were  frozen  during  the 
severe  frost  early  in  the  year. 

Defective  Service  Pipes.. 

Notice  was  given  to  the  owners  in  2L  cases  regarding 
defective  service  water  pipes.

FACTORY  ACT. 

Factories  in  Ifche  district  are  inspected  frequently. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Bainbridge . 

Domestic  refuse  in  the  village  is  collected  by  the  Council. 
Gayle . 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  this  village  have  been 
overhauled  and  repaired. 

Conver si on  to  Water  Carriage  System. 

Twelve  closets  of  the  privy  type  have  been  converted  to 
the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITE. 

One  licence  for  a camping  site  is  in  force. 
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T.he  Council’s  Fire  Brigade  was  called  to  one  fire  in 
Hawes  during  the  year  and  successfully  dealt  with  it  "before 
much  damage  was  done. 

A small  fire  at  a dwelling  house  in  Thoralby  was' dealt 
with  very  efficient ly  by  the  local  Fire  Party. 

The  Home  Office  have  sanctioned  the  enrolment  and 
training  of  5 Auxiliary  Firemen  and  50  members  of  Rural 
lire  Parties  as  the  Council’s  Air  Paid  Fire  Precautions 
Scheme. 

The  Council  have  provided  20  stirrup  pumps  which  are 
distributed  to  various  villages  and  a number  of  private 
owners  have  these  useful  articles. 


MEAT  SUPPLY. 

All  meat  supplied  to  the  butchers  in  the  district  is 
now  slaughtered  at  a central  abattoir  under  a Government 
Scheme o This  was  first  at  Darlington  but  complaints  of 
dirty  meat  were  frequent  owing  to  bad  methods  of  transport. 

A Government  Slaughterhouse  has  been  opened  at  Leyburn  and 
serves  the  Leyburn  and  Aysgarth  Rural  District  Councils. 

All  meat  now  comes  from  this  slaughterhouse  and  complaints 
have  vanished. 

Twelve  licences  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1933 
are  in  force. 


SALVAGE , 


Waste  paper  and  metal  are  collected  in  each  village 
and  sent  to  help  the  waste  effort. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  voluntary  helpers  in  this 
scheme.
